Bedell Smith stayed three 
years in Moscow, and like any- 
one with a sensitive mind, he 
learned humility in that he real- 
ized there is indeed ‘‘no expert 
on Russia, but only those who 
possess varying degrees of ig- 
norance.”’ 

He made a good ambassador 
and learned a great de h 
was of value to him, and whic 
will be of even greater assistance 
now in his new position. 


Knowledge 


He followed Averell Harriman 
to Russia. Harriman, too, was a 
good ambassador. His reports 
stand up well today, even in the 
light of the second guess which 
critics of the past administra- 
tion’s foreign policy are using. 

During his three years there 
Ambassador Smith had four 
lengthy talks with Joe Stalin, 
and one or two brief social meet- 
ings. These four meetings enabled 
him to separate a lot of fact from 
legend. 

Stalin, in all writings and 
speeches to the Communist Par- 
ty, has repeatedly reaffirmed 
Lenin’s basic theory of an in- 
evitable struggle between the 
Soviet Union and the capitalist 
world. 

“The aggressive, expansionist 
foreign policy of the Soviet Union 
has been Stalin’s policy,” he 
has said. ‘‘It could not have been 
put into effect without his ap- 
proval.”’ 

During his years in Russia, 
Ambassador Smith came to be- 
lieve there was a faction in the 
Politbureau which wanted a co- 
operative relationship with the 
Western states. This evidence 
was noted by others, including 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, who in his wartime experi- 
ences with the Soviet marshal, 
Gregori Zhukov, believed there 
was a real desire for such re- 
lationships. 


Change 


But, once the war ended, Zhu- 
kov was sent from the top com- 
mand to obscurity. And the star 
of Andrei Zhdanov began to 
rise. Zhdanov was a fanatic 
hater of the United States and of 
Great Britain. It was he who 
led the purge of literature, music 
and art, demanding that it free 
itself from any Western influ- 
ences. With his rise, the tempo 
of Soviet hostility reached an al- 
most screeching crescendo—and 
has remained at that pitch. 

Now, of course, Soviet propa- 
gandists are making the fan- 
tastic charge that Jewish doctors 
- poisoned Zhdanov at the direc- 
tion of intelligence agents from 
the United States, and the Com- 
munist press is calling for blood 
and denouncing the secret police 
for a lack of vigilance. Purges 

are increasing. 

That does not surprise Secre- 
tary Smith. When he was there 
the anti-Semitic evidences were 
considerable and on the increase. 

He also learned that force is 
respected. So, he stands for. 
strength. 

And he keeps in mind what so 
many persons outside the So- 
viet Union have forgotten, namely 
that Lenin once said: 

‘‘We have to use any ruse, 
dodge, trick, cunning, unlawful 
methods, concealment of 
truth, veiling of the truth . 

Jong as capitalism and socialism 
exist we cannot live in peace.” 

But, Secretary Smith’s conclu- 
gion is the same today as it was 
when he departed from Russia, 
namely: 

“If we do stick to it calmly, 
determinedly and courageously 
we can go forward . .. to peace 

. the alternatives are too 
terrible to permit even a sus- 
picion of irresolution.”’ 

It is good and heartening to 
have him in the State depart- 
ment. If he is no expert on things 
Russian, his degree of ignorance 
fs considerably less than that of 
others.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—(P. 
A big majority of the tax-writing 
House ways and means commit- 
tee supports Representative 
Reed’s bill to cut personal income 
taxes 11 per cent beginning July 
1, it was disclosed today. 

A poll of the committee’s 25 
members showed that only two, 
both Democrats, will vote against 
the politically-hot measure if it 
comes before the committee as 
scheduled on Feb. 16. Seven Re- 
publicans had some reservations 
but none said they would vote 
against it. 

Reed, New York Republican and 
chairman of the committee, in- 
troduced the tax cut measure the 
first day of the new 83rd Con- 
gress. He has estimated it would 
cost the federal government about 
$1,800,000,000 ,in tax income in 
the next fiscal year. 

Taxpayers are scheduled to get 
an 11 per cent cut next Jan. 1 
under present law. Reed’s meas- 
ure would advance the effective 
date to July 1. That would mean 
a 5% per cent cut for the 1953 
calendar year since the reduction 
would be in effect only six months. 
House Republican leaders favor 
a tax reduction this year, but 
feel the new GOP Congress must 


spending before it takes up a tax 
cut bill. 

President Eisenhower is ex- 
pected to shed some light on his 
budget and tax plans in his State 
of the Union message to Congress 
Monday.

SAIGON, Indochina, Jan. 30— 
(P—The biggest amphibious land- 
ing of a six-year war placed a 
powerful French Union force in 
position today to shatter Viet- 
minh bases across a wide strip of 
the Annamese coast and pull the 
heat off menaced Ankhe.

This major strategic decision, 
the first move by the President 
in his effort to end the Korean 
stalemate, was vouched for by 
authoritative sources. 

White House and State Depart- 
ment spokesmen refused to com- 
ment on the reported decision. 

Eisenhower is expected to an- 
nounce it soon. His forthcoming 
message on the State of the Union, 
to be delivered before a joint ses- 
sion of Congress on Monday, 
would be the likely vehicle for the 
historic turn in foreign and mili- 
tary policy. 

IKE REASONS 

The decision was reached by the 
President and Secretary of State 
Dulles and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff were called in and directed 
to carry out the decision and 
make whatever other dispositions 
would be necessary. 

Two main reasons were ad- 
vanced by government sources 
for changing the neutralizing role

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Balance Budget, 
Then Cut Taxes 


Nobody likes taxes and it is always 
popular to advocate cutting them. 
Even so, taxes are necessary in opera- 
tion of government in direct proportion 
to the obligations of government and the 
demands upon it for services. 

For that reason, the federal tax-re- 


lief bill on individual incomes proposed | 


by Rep. Daniel A. Reed (Rep., N. Y.) 
appears to be an unrealistic measure, 
politically — and irresponsibly 
presented. 

The bill would set June 30 as the 
expiration date for the 1951 individual 


.imcome tax increases of about 11 per 


cent, even though the raises would 
automatically expire next Dec. 31 
anyway. 

In the meantime, however, the Eisen- 
hower administration is in process of 
organization. Budget needs still have 
not been determined, although de- 
mands from the various departments— 
particularly those connected with de- 
fense and the cold war against cOm- 
munism—exceed the revenue now in 
sight. New and ambitious foreign poli- 
cies are still in formation. Reorgani- 
zation of the executive department and 
administration economy measures are 
still only in the embryonic stage. 

Reckless and ‘irresponsible tax cuts 
before the new administration has had 
a chance to balance its anticipated 
needs with revenues could wreck the 
Eisenhower administration before it be- 
gins to function. Even such leaders“as 
Speaker Joe Martin and Sen. Robert 
Taft are on record opposing premature 
action. 

Let’s give the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration a chance to get its program 
going, to complete its reorganization 
plans, to study its budget needs and do 
a little intelligent paring down before 
knocking the props out. 

After all, the Democrats provided 
for automatic termination of the tax 
hikes next Dec. 31. The Republicans, 
although anxious they may be to take 
credit for cutting taxes, find many 
Democrats happy with the Reed bill. 
The GOP could find itself, however, 
quite unhappy and the Democrats still 
happy if it turns-out they must accept 
the blame for irresponsible fiscal policies 
and. failure of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration to measure up to its promises. 

Barring a shooting war or increased 
tensions in the cold war, considerable 
reduction in government expenses are 


in the offing after the peak of defense 


spending is passed within the next 18 
months or two years. Tax cuts will 
come accordingly. Premature slashes 
can mean only increased deficits and 
postponements of the day when perma- 
nent and real tax relief can be effected. 
We are in favor of lowering taxes. 
However, let’s balance that budget first 
without wrecking essential services and 
endangering the national security!

We're Moving Quickly 
To Take Up Slack — 


Beneficial results should come from 
the 10-day trip of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and Mutual Security 
Director Harold Stassen to Europe. In 
fact, the need for the journey was 
urgent. 

Because of the election and the 
change in administrations in Washing- 
ton, there has been a vacuum in Ameri- 


can policy since Eisenhower’s return to | 


run for President early last year. For 
six or eight months, plans for European 
unity that depend almost entirely upon 
American leadership have been held in 
abeyance. There has beén a steady de- 
terioration of the goo@ work already ac- 
complished, presenting a danger that 
all our past accomplishments may be 
junked in national rivalries and fears. 

A typical reaction to Dulles’ foreign 
policy speech was the statement by a 
French diplomat to wit: “The official 
voice of the United States has been al- 
most silent for six months or so but now 
it speaks with a roar.” 

At any rate, the speech and the trip 
will attempt to explore fields of action 
and will provide positive ideas for de- 
bate in working out differences in the 
German peace treaty and the European 
army pact. None of these tangles is 
insurmountable. However, positive 
United States leadership is necessary. 

At any rate, these and other prob- 
lems must occupy Mr. Dulles and Mr. 
Stassen. The new administration is 
committed, as was its predecessor, to a 
program of promoting European.unity. 
If the policy succeeds, it will become 
the greatest diplomatic triumph for the 
United States. in its history. By the 
same token, whether or not it works 
depends largely ‘upon what we our- 
selves do. | 

We believe it will succeed now that 
the United States is once more moving 
in to assume leadership allowed to

Leaves Millions Sad 


We siute, with affection and admi- 
ration, the passing of the DC-3 from 
Eastern’s air lines, the final schedules 
of this greatest of all airplanes being 
completed today. Despite the purists, 
it is possible to have a love for inani- 
mate things, and millions of passengers, 
pilots and crews loved the DC-3. And, 
for that matter, who said the DC-3 was 
inanimate? They. were living, friendly, 
comforting aircraft, and a nice warm 
heart beat somewhere in that body of 
steel and aluminum. 


Douglas’ DC-3 came along at a time 
when the nation’s air lines were strug- 
gling to win passenger confidence, and 
to find a ship with enough payload and 
speed to make schedules profitable. We 
recall rides in the old six-seater. King- 
birds on Atlanta’s first Eastern sched- 
ules, and they did not inspire confi- 
dence. The Condor, a huge biplane 
with fabric wings, was better and more 
comfortable. But she was slow and had 
an unfortunate likeness to a kite when 
the wind was gusty. The DC;2 was a 
marvel, or so we thought. ut the 
DC-3, ‘which came along after her, was 
really perfection. 

If one had to select one weapon 
which “won World War II,” the DC-3 
would be a strong contender. 
her the supply lines would have often 
been empty. She carried everything, 


‘often loaded far beyond her capacity. 


The DC-3 aircraft will remain on 
feeder lines, and that makes us happy. 
The marvelous DC-6’s, the Super-Sixes, 
the giant Constellations, and the Martin 
404’s may come and go—but our heart 
belongs to the DC-3.

State’s Corn Yield Is 
Distressingly Low 


Two hundred and sixty-six corn 
growers who qualified for membership 
in the 1952 100-Bushel Club will be 
honored Feb. 6 at the University of 


Georgia. They will receive keys* and 


certificates for their outstanding work 
in corn production despite the severe 
drought. 

We join in paying deserved tribute 
to these men for a job well done. We 
note that they planted a total of 642 
acres. Which brings us to this point: 

The state’s average corn production 
for 1952 is reported to have been 12 


bushels per acre—88 bushels less than © : 


that grown by these 266 farmers. Aver- 
age production in 1951 was 16 bushels 
per acre, the drop in 1952 having been 
attributed to drought. But even 16 
bushels is an awfully small yield for an 
acre of land. We cannot see how much 


‘profit can be squeezed out of a crop 


that produces no more than that. 

Grain, particularly corn, is a basic 
livestock food. However, we are won- 
dering if Georgia farmers would not do 
better if they planted acreage unsuited 
to corn production in some other grain 
crop that would yield a better return. 
It seems an uneconomical use of land. 

But, anyway, we congratulate the 
new’ members: of the 100-Bushel Club. 
We hope that all Georgia“farmers will 


profit by their methods. 


Deserving congratulations, too, is 
Towns County’s champion FFA corn 
grower, Jack McKay, whose 160 bushels 
per acre puts him in top place in the 
Georgia Vocational Agriculture 100- 
Bushel Club. Georgia farmers could 
learn a thing or two from him, also.

The. failure: of the European defense 
pact to be ratified and the failure of Britain 
and the United States to see eye-to-eye on 
Far Eastern policy have resulted in such 
a breakdown among the Allies themse!ves 
that the Secretary of State is setting off for 
Europe even before he has a chance to or- 
ganize his own personnel situation in the 
Department of State. Fer he knows that the 
problems abroad are critical. 

What. the Europeans, and particularly 
the British, don’t seem to understand is 
that there really has been a change of ad- 
ministration here. Even some Washington 
observers who’are thoroughly imbued with 
the policies of stagnation of the previous 
administration do not understand what has 
happened, and they look askance at. the 
Dulles speech of last Tuesday and ask for 
a blueprint to tell them in detail how a 
cold war can be won. They still echo the 
artificially stimulated fears of European 
foreign offices that a “‘war of liberation’’ to 
help the peoples under the Russian yoke in 
the satellite countries or a bigger propa- 
ganda drive are about the only instrumen- 
talities left for the Eisenhower-Dulles ad- 
ministration to follow. 

But the situation really stands out 
clearly. Stalin, like Hitler, sees the free 
world broken up instead of firmly allied in 
the cold war. The so-called alliance in the 
free world, whether it be through NATO. or 
the special pacts for a European defense 
army, isn’t worth the paper it is written on 
today. Until’ a new and stronger alliance 
is built, Stalin will continue to win in the 
cold war. There is no use thinking of ap- 
plying moral force to persuade allies be- 
hind the Iron Curtain when moral force 
isn’t having the slightest effect on this side. 
Some idea of the weakness of the alli- 
ance of the free nations can be gained by 
looking at the behavior of Britain and other 
countries in still sending strategic materials 
to ‘the countries behind the Iron Curtain at a 
time when American boys are being killed 
and wounded by Communist-supplied armies 
in Korea. To Britain, the affair in Korea 
apparently is a matter of ‘“‘collective se- 
curity’’ in theory only. It doesn’t seem to 


apply to sacrifices’ of pounds sterling for”

The consequent 
day-after-day airing of the case—for two 
whole weeks, in fact—dramatized for the 
man in the street how such managers of 


our business economy fare, and how their - 


identity with the Republican administra- 
tion lends itself to political exploitation. 
The second reason the issue- will survive 
is that some attempt is bound to be made 
to get around the roadblock which stands 
in the way of very successful businessmen 
holding government office without some 
sacrifice, a dilemma which was the chief 
argument-advanced by Robert T. Stevens, 
big textile manufacturer nominated for 
Secretary of the Army. In his reappear- 
ance before the committee, following his 
nomination by President Eisenhower, he 
still was reluctant at first to agree to sell 
his: stock in the family textile enterprise, 
and presented legal opinions as to how he 
could properly disqualify himself in mat- 
ters affecting his own corporation. 
Finally, when he saw the committee’s 
attitude, he said he would sell if the com- 
mittee decided it could not otherwise rec- 
ommend his confirmation. But he was still 
insistent that the committee give very care- 


_ ful consideration to the alternative he had 


offered, in the light of. the fundamental 
problem involved, which will continue to 
exist and continue to be a handicap for 
businessmen with large interests. 

You can’t legislate morals, of . course, 
but there is a principle at stake which our 
people; from experience, some of it sad and 
some of it recent, want to see embodied in 
Jaw. The central issue, that of keeping any 
sort of influence, favoritism, or special 
privilege out of government contracts, is 
more in the minds of the people now than 
ever because of the staggering size of the 
defense program, the billions that go to a 
few individual powerful corporations, and 
the fear, not unfounded, that little business 
may not get its share. 

The issue of favoritism and influence 
was, in fact, emphasized over and over by 
Republicans themselves in their successful 
campaign to win control of the government, 
and the party, therefore, is especially vul- 
nerable and-on trial: :

Fence Bill Removes 


A Major Road Peril 


“No owner shall permit livestock to run 
at large on or to stray upon the public 
roads of this state.”’ 

The bill is that simple. 

It is one of the highway safety measures 
Georgia legislators are now considering 
which would make the fencing in of live- 
stock mandatory throughout the state. 

The bill would make the owner of the 
livestock liable for damages resulting from 
an accident caused by the livestock on the 
highway. 

Under the present rules the responsi- 
bility is on. the motorist, not only to try 
to avoid hitting the animal, but to assume 
the burden of the damages, even those 
to the cow, hog, goat, horse, mule, or 
chicken hit. 

More important, however, is the saving 
of human lives. Each year livestock-at-large 
adds to the toll of injured and dead on our 
highways. 

Livestock in our country has become 
such a valuable asset that most of the 
owners have gone to a lot of expense fo 
protect their cattle and hogs within fences. 

But Bulloch County is still one of the 
30 counties which has not taken advantage 
of the local option method of ruling out the 
open range. 

We hope the General Assembly enacts 
this statewide livestock fence bill. 

Enacted and enforced, it will remove a 
major traffie hazard.

path. And yet Bible 
reading may become a 
rewarding experience 

for many who “‘discover’”’ the Bible during 
their mature years. 


Fhe following observations are common 
to the teaching of most pastors, but they 
are worthy of repetition. First, read the 
Bible with regularity. When you read 
briefly each day or each week, make this 
reading as much. a part of the day’s experi- 
ence as eating or sleeping. See that e of 
the many claims on your time crowd out 
God's opportunity to speak to you through 
His word. 

Secondly, occasionally it is well to with- 
draw for reading and meditation. Ponder 
God’s Word in solitude. Make this and your 
prayers the most personal aspects of your 


life. This in no way minimizes family and ~~ 


group reading, but private devotions on 
Occasion are deeply searching and self- 
revealing. 


Thirdly, memorize verses and portions 
of Scripture which suggest particular mean- 
ing or beauty to you. “Thy word have I 
hid in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee” (Psalm 119:11). 


Fourthly, study the Scriptures. Marginal 
footnotes and use of the cross-references 
may be of significant value in helping a 
reader get the perspective of complimen- 
tary and corresponding passages. 


Fifthly, re-read what you’ve read. Make 
the ideas your own by re-thinking and 
reinterpreting’ them in terms of your own 
life. It is far better to read slowly and 
thoughtfully than to engage in the kind of 
Bible-reading marathon which one hears of 
occasionally. Such reading may be at the 
expense of understanding. 

Finally, emphasize those portions which 
are most relevant to modern life. There are 
sections in the Old Testament which seem 
strange to the twentieth century. They are 
part of the history of the Hebrew people 
and while they throw light on subsequent 
events and teaching, they are not, as Luther 
observed, essential to salvation. 


But in the Old Testament (the words of 
the prophet and the Psalter, for example) 
are sections which one should not hurry 
over, for they lead one easily and naturally 
to the marvel and message of Jesus Christ 
found in the Gospels.

You find the field of opinion 
rather a vast one.

All agree that UNC has 
done nothing to magnify its char- 
acteristic liberality in stoning this 
man from his job. 


Carl Snavely has never won any 
personality contests.

He is a man wrapped 
up in his industry. By no means can he be portrayed as a rough- 
hewn football character who doesn’t fit.

——One Man Greased the Plank for Him 


Snavely came to grief not because he suddenly became a poor 
eoach of football. That much change could not have come over 
a man of 57 in one year, or two. I say he made one mistake, 
when he abandoned the old single-wing system, which he knew 
as well as if he had invented it, and dabbled in the treachery of 
the split-T, which at best requires utter perfection of supreme 
material. But I suspect a lot of conversationalists worked on his 
edrdrums in the process of the switch. 


Snavely came to grief not because North Carolina had 
not been scoring winning seasons recently. It had been 
reasoned that a great deal of adjustments would have to 
take place when the great days of Justice and friends 
were done. Nearly always there is a noticeable letdown on 
any campus when such a grand era is done and the leading 
characters have moved on. 


Snavely handicapped himself to a degree with loyalty, He 
turned over choice positions on his staff to his old stars rather 
than going outside for a new, fresh variation of ideas. 

Snavely, though, came to grief because he is Snavely. He 
lived quietly to himself in Chapel Hill, he, Mrs. Snavely and 
their adopted son. An elder son, who played a spot of football 


for him at Cornell, was killed as a Navy flier in England during 
the War. A small group inside the administration, directed by 
one hardy individual, put the fire to Snavely. Basically, the 
reasons were not concerned with his ability to coach a football 
team. 


—He Got UNC Out of the Ditch 


It seems a brutal turn of affairs for a man. who has given 
so much to football. Snavely is no more a professional! lily than the 
next one, but he has at all times kept his personal conduct on 
‘@ level befitting a university man. 

For the first time in his life, this alumnus of Lebanon Valley 
College popped off at the NCAA convention in Washington. In his 
addréss as retiring president of the coaches association, he let 
fly a few. well-worded verbal belts to the solar plexus of college 
administrators in general. 


You couldn’t blame him. The North Carolina people brought 
him back from Cornell in 1945. His assignment: Get UNC out 
of the ditch. He, had done it in 1935. He did it again in 1946, 
but at the first sign of recession, the hatchet fell. The 
theory is that Carl Snavely is no longer a good football coach. 


The man is: deeply wounded. He has jested lightly about his 
prospective future as a professor. (“I’ve never taught a class in 
my life.’’) But in a personal letter recently he could not conceal 
the damage to his pride. 

“T hope. to remain in football,” he wrote, “but frankly. the 
circumstances and developments here have brought so much 
discredit upon my standing and reputation as a coach that I 
anticipate difficulty in finding an acceptable position in the 
coaching field.” 

This is a man who has dedicated his life to. football. His 
erime: After 35 years he finally had some losing seasons.

actions in the bitter Korean 
conflict only by its lack of com- 
plete success,’’ the Eighth Army 
statement said.

The Eighth Army’s extensive 
statement said planning for Opera- 
tion Smack went back to Jan. 11 
and that both U. S. 1st Corps and 
Eighth Army headquarters author- 
ized it. 

Summarizing the outcome, 
Eighth Army headquarters said: 

‘‘In Operation Smack, two infan- 
try platoons were used in co-ordi-, 
nation with tanks, artillery and 
air. As is possible in any opera- 
tion, certain things went wrong; 
co-ordination between the various 
elements was faulty and the opera- 
tion failed of perfection. 

“Nevertheless, considerable 
damage was inflicted upon the 
enemy defenses and forces includ- 
ing scores of bunkers destroyed or 
damaged, 13 enemy killed in ac- 
tion, 25 additional ¢Stimated killed 
in action, three counted wounded. 


“No estimate is made of addi- 
tional enemy wounded but the 
number of wounded = always 
amounts to several times the num- 
ber killed in action. No prisoners 
(one. of the raid’s -prime objec- 
tives) were captured. Our losses 
were three killed in aetion, and 61 
wounded.”

had conducted a “secretive’’ 
study of the parking situation.

Title to 
the property would be retained 
by the city as security for re- 
payment. 

First task of the commission 
would be a thorough investiga- 
tion of the parking problem. 
Then a master plan would be 
submitted to the voters.

The French said the resistance 
to the landing was slight.

How long the French will stay in 
the area is a question.

Nixon Appointees 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—@W— 
Vice-President Nixon tonight ap- 
pointed Senators Goldwater (Rep., 
Ariz.), and Fulbright (Dem., Ark.), 
to serve on the joint congressional] 
economic committee. 


In the first historic conference 
at Blair House right after the 
outbreak of the Korean War the 
decision was taken to send the 
Seventh Fleet from its anchor- 
age at Cavite in the Philippines to 
patrol the Formosa straits. Its 
mission was to keep the Nation- 
alists from making attacks on the 
mainland,| and at the same time 
to keep the Communists from seiz- 
ing Formosa. 


REDS NEUTRAL 

The Chinese Communists had 
not yet entered the Korean War, 
at least not overtly, and the Tru- 
man administration felt that this 
position would prevent the Chin- 
ese Reds from entering the con- 
flict at a time when United States 
forces were fighting against over- 
whelming odds. 

Even after the Chinese Red 
armies surged into Korea the 
Truman administration insisted 
on maintaining the fleet in the 
neutralizing role, contending that 
to do otherwise would risk a world 
conflict. Red China has a mutual 
assistance treaty with Soviet Rus- 
sia and it was feared that any 
action against the mainland 
might bring Russia into the war. 

The fact that the Nationalist 
Government is now free to ex- 
tend its naval raids from Red- 
held islands to the mainland does 
not mean that any large offen- 
sive action is likely or even pos- 
sible, it was believed. Neverthe- 
less, the strength and potential 
of“all the Chiang Kai-shek forces 
has been considerably increased 
through American aid and train- 
ing during the past two years, 
and aggressive use of the pent-up 
Nationalist forces is now ex- 
pected. 

FEW CHANGES 


The pending decision will mean 
little change in the disposition 
of the Seventh Fleet. The point 
is that the Chiang government 
will be notified that Seventh 
Fleet fighting units will not im- 
pede Chinese naval units making 
forays against the mainland. 

It was realized of course that 
the decision also might provoke 
Communist attacks on Formosa,

Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific fleet, was due to arrive 
here Monday. Navy spokesmen 
said his visit was for a series of 
conferences on Navy matters.

And on the basis of this it is 
generally assumed the United 
States will not, at least for the 
present, convoy the Nationalists 
on any commando raids in South 
China. 

However, it was still not clear 
in Allied circles here tonight 
precisely how far Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s orders extend, though if 
already is apparent they extend 
far enough to raise a new dip- 
lomatic, if not military, situation 
in the Far East. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s new orders to 
the Seventh Fleet are based upon 
the idea that in view of Red 
China’s aggression in Korea, the 
United States is under no obli- 
gation to prevent Nationalist 
China from carrying on its civil 
war against the Chinese Com- 
munists if it chooses to do so. 


Moreover, the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration apparently believes 
that even the possibility of Na- 
tionalist raids on the coast of 
South China will force the Peiping 
regime to divert some of its 
forces from Korea and perhaps 
even from the boundaries of Indo- 
China, where they are a threat 
to the security of southeast Asia.

Dean said the $9,300,000 state 
grants now going to the counties 
for road work each year are 
barely enough for each county 
to keep its road equipment in 
shape. The State Highway De- 
partment could use this total to 
buy big equipment, including mo- 
bile hot asphalt plants, and do 
a better job for the counties, he 
contended. 

All rural roads of North Caro- 
lina and Virginia have been paved 
since those states took over county 
roads, Dean stated. 

John Sammons Bell, attorney 
for the Georgia Association of 
County Commissioners, said he 
doubted the State Highway De- 
partment could take care of the 
county roads. The state depart- 
ment is having trouble trying to 
take care of all the state high- 
ways, without adding the county 
roads, he remarked. 

“This would mean more cen- 
tralization of power in the state,”’ 
Bell went on, ‘‘and it would mean 
abolition of the chief function. of 
the county commissioners.”’ 


TWITTY BILL

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Adenauer Calls 
For Pact Okay

BONN, Germany, Jan. 30— 
Failure to establish the European 
Defense Community will produce 
a gradual withdrawal of the 
United States from western Eu- 
rope, Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer predicted tonight. 

Every delay in ratification of 
the European army treaty en- 
courages ‘‘new or old’’ isolation- 
ism in the United States and a 
tendency to concentrate on the 
defense of Asia, the German 
leader added. 


His remarks, in a radio broad- 
cast, are regarded by observers 
as the sharpest warning uttered 
by a European statesman on the 
penalties of failure to unite. The 
deep seriousness of Adenauer’s 
warning emphasizes the gravity 
of the crisis at which European 
unity has arrived. 


» The Chancellor’s strenuous ef- 
forts in public, and in conversa- 
tions with European diplomats, 
to awaken the rest of Europe to 
the dangers of further postpone- 
ments reflect partly his own 
deep concern and partly a desire 
to provide Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles with a favor- 
able impression of the German 
willingness to co-operate. 


Adenauer hopes that the visit 
of Dulles and Harold Stassen 
here next week will restore to the 
relationship between the Federal 
Republic and the United States 
the cordiality which he feels has 
been missing since former U. S. 
High Commissioner John J. Mc- 
Cloy left last summer. 

Adenauer is trying hard to 
prove that Germany is the 
brightest pupil in the European 
class and that, from the stand- 
point of American policy objec- 
tives, he is the most reliable of 
the continental statesman. 


So he was speaking as much to 
the rest of Europe as he was to 
the Germans tonight when he 
warned that President Eisenhow- 
er and Secretary Dulles have not 
taken over the foreign policy of 
the Truman administration lock 
stock and barrel.
